Future Needs. 


‘We have many. examples of 

mistakes made in tho past in re. 
_-gard to city planning and dove- 
dopiment, but an excuse is forth- 
‘coming when it is remembered: 
that in those days, automobile 

traffic was practically, unthought 

of. Now that motor vehicular’ 

traffic has become a necossity, 
steps should be taken to cater for 
‘tho requirements of the future. 
” No mattor what amount of pes- 
‘gimism provails at the moment, 
Hongkong’s future is sure to be 
prosperous, and the time must 
come when the number of motor 
vehicles will run into as many 
thousands as it now: does hund- 
reds. Unless ‘provision is made 
now, the congestion which will 
“thon arise will present a difficult 
question for future Authorities to 
deal with, and. they will bomoan 
the fuct that their prodecossors 
showed lack of foresight. 


Encouragement. 


Evory oncouragement : should 
be given in developing the auto- 
mobile: industry here. In the 
main sense, this has been givon 
by the building of excellent roads, 

“but if. roads exist which tempt 
speople to become motor car ‘own- 
‘ers, it. necossarily follows that 
‘adequate provision should be 
made for the storage of cars. The 
few garages in tha Peak district 
arg all in.uge, even at o rental 

which is far too high: It should 
surely bo possible to dovise a type 
of public, garage containing pri- 

* vate lock-ups' which ¢ould be 
rented at a, more moderate figure.’ 
The matter of large garages in 
tho city precincts rests with the 
enterprise of private concerns, 
but in such cases also, : the 
“Authorities should render evory 
possible assistance. ,

In every important city in the 
‘world, the problem of providing 
adoquate garaging space for mon 
tor vehicles has arisen, and it 
‘has proved a particularly hard 
problem to -solve. z 
New York have both had to re- 
“gort to underground spaco for tho 
- purpose o8 well as many-storied 
buildings, and now Parie haé 
commenced: to erect large build- 
ings, cach floor.of which will 
serve for car storing purposos. 
Although the problem is not so 
acute yot in Hongkong, the time 
must come when some provision 
will have to bo made for the hou- 
sing of motor vehicles on a Jargor 
scale than at present oxists. In 
somo respects, this Colony is faced 
with a more difficult problem than 
that which obtaina elsewhere. 
» Tho majority of rosidencos, whe- 
thor Chinese or European, are so 
situated that the provision of pri- 
_ vate’ garages is impossible, and 
this fact, coupled with the limited 
public garage space available, is 
a factor, which ‘greatly hinders 
the expansion of tho automobile 
trade hore. True, tho number of 
ears is ovor inoroasing, but with 
better facilities’ for storing, we 
believo that a much groater trade 
might bo done.

plotely oil tight. One company 
has ulready hed them fitted, and 
within a nionth or six weeks 
overy Ford bus will bo so fitted. 
Those ut present in uso are 
suspended by brackets with open 
sides, so that when they get fairly 
full the-oil loaks over the sides on 
to the road, ‘The new ones, which 
have been specially dexigned, will 
fit fush with the crankcase, and 
the only means by which the. oil‘ 
will be able to leak will be through 
a draining cock situated at the 
bottom.’ Thus the pans can bo 
horas drained and cleaned. Those 
who have experienced the dang- 
ors of oily roads, to which a, 
correspondent drew attontion in 
these columns last week, will 
appreciate this step. .

Turning to motor cycles, we 
ind that export of the best known 
makes is flourishing. For in- 
stance, woll over 25. per cont. of 
the output of “ Matchless" motor 
cycles is,annually absorbed by 
the export markets, and the Com- 
pany is well represented in prac- 
tically every European country. 
in all parts of the Empire Ovor- 
seas and elsewhere, 

A British motor cyclo which j is 
-very generally appreciated in ‘the. 
export markets is the Ixcelsior. 
This is an oxcoptionally sturdy 
mount which will stand.up to en 
enormous amount of rough usage 
without losing its tune. All mo- 
dels are heavily tyred:and the 
bearings are proportioned .to give 
exceptionally long life under very 
advorse «travelling ' conditions. 
Ground clearances are high and 
fuel tanks of moro than generous 
proportions. 

Equally satisfactory is the ex- 
port demand for British marine 
motors. For example, Mossrs. J.

The House of Commons devoted 
itself to-day to a debate on a 
private Bill intreduced by Captain 
H. P. Holt (Conservative) to pre- 
vent seditious and blasphemous 
teaching in schools. 


Capt. Holt referred especially 
to the teaching in certain Sunday 
schools where, he said, proletarian 
children were organised for, the 
spread of Communism. ° 


Labour Members combated “the 
idea thit there was any need for 
such a Bill.. It was pointed out 
that the Home Sceretary . himself 
had stated ‘that ‘Communism was 
illegal and it was argued that 
any case of- teaching sedition or 


blasphemy could be dealt with: 


under the present. law. 
The Home Secretary (Sir Wil- 


‘Jliam Joynson Hicks) declared that 


Socialism, 28 conducted by the 
Labour Party, was per: fectly legal. 
He had no_heditation in saying 
that’ 'a Socialist -Sunday school 
was ‘absolutely a legal method 
of Socialist propaganda: Anyone 
‘fn the country could hold what 


views he liked as to-the desirabi- 


lity of changing the, constitution 
or as to the truth or otherwise 
of the Christian. religion, That 


was not sedition or blasphemy. |- 


What they had to find-out was 
where the dividing line came be- 


tween the holding of ideas with}. 


regard te Communism or -Chria- 
tianity. which were perfectly legal 
and ‘the propagation of those 
ideas in a eertain manner which 
might become illegal.

Enornmcus Fields. — « 


Ancther  snormous field for 
beneficent activity in China, scnrce- 
ly touched at’ present, is sanitary’ 
engineering, in which I would include 
water works, «sewage works, anti- 
malarial work, shun improvement,. 
town, planning and the like. Then 
again clectrie lighting is much 
desired by Chiricge of all classes and, 
so far ag I know, hydro-electric 
engineering has not yet made n 
start anywhero in China. 

There arc also _ telegraphy, 
telophony, wireless pbroddeasting and 
other electrical inventions of which 
tho exploitatién in China has only 
jnat begun, but the demand for which 
is. likely, to be prodigious. | 

It would bo easy to continuo ‘for 
a ldng time in this strain, but [ have 
snid enough’ to’ show: what ati im- 
mone demand there is cortain to be 
in China for engineers as soon as’ 
War Lords turn their attention from 
military to civil enginecring. 

‘We in. Hongkong can do much to 
supply. this demand by training 
Chinose students in British engincer- 
ing standards. ‘ond idcals at the 
Hongkong University. - :

"~ Admiration and Respect. - 


Replying, the Hon. Mr, H. W. 


Bird said that during many,voyages. 
to and from the old country dur- 
“ing. av period of~ thirty-five. years. 
‘he had learned to admire and re- 
spéct the marine engineer. As an 
architect he had a natural feeling 
for the ‘shipbuilder. / For if he 
“(the shipbuilder) forgot to put a 
plug in 2 hole he got into a3 much 
trouble should he (the architect) 
forget to leave a hole for the 
smoke to come out. He had heard 
the Royal Navy spoken of ag the 
silent service, but if he might toin 
a phrase, he would refer to them 
ag the inconspicuous ‘service. 


Mr. Bird emphasised how much 
passengers, erew and officers on 
ship owed to the marine engineer: 


When.a ship stopped suddenly in 
mid-ocean, . the monotonous re- 
gularity with which the thousands. 
of miles’ had been covered were 
forgotten, and the helplessness of 
the situation was realised,’ until 
the marine engineer put, the over- 
heated bearings or the broken 
steam-pipe right.-No matter how 
smart the deck’ officers were they 
had to rely “on the marine en- 
gineers, They could. not get on 
|. Without the engineers," Whether 
they were marine engineers or gas 
engineers, ee. 

| The speaker concluded by refer- 
ying to the need for fostering a 
deeper interest in engineering. 


‘ Malta to Hongkong. 


_ Rear-Admiral Boyle, speaking a3 
a sailor, said they owed debt ‘to 
the shipbuilders and engineers who 
provided them with houses to ‘live 
in and with the means af going 
round the wolrd. He recalled how 
he was rushed out to China in 
1895. Looking-back, on those days 


and on the long and-weary voy- | 


age, he realised what a debt they 
owed the shipbuilders and en- 
gineers.. On his last trip out. to 
China he arived in Hongkong 16 
days after leaving Malta. 


The War, he continued, proved 
a great test for the marine ¢en- 
gineers and for the whole of the 
seafaring services of the British 
Empire, both Naval and Mercan- 
lile, and there had been no ad- 
verse criticism of marine engineers 
in this respect.’ :
